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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6, 25-32, 37-62, and 66-72 are allowed over prior art of record. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Joao (US 5961332) 
discloses an apparatus for processing psychological data, said apparatus comprising 
means for processing data indicative of at least one of an individual's psychological 
condition, psychological states, concomitant physiological states, and states of 
dysfunction in conjunction with at least one of psychological, concomitant physiological, 
and psycho pathological, at least one of principles, theories and research data in order 
to generate data indicative of at least one of a diagnosis and a treatment plan for the 
individual, the improvement comprising a remote user interactive means for providing at 
least one of a remote accessing and utilization of said apparatus, said remote user 
interactive means further comprising a user input means for inputting data pertaining to 
an individual and a user display means for providing at least one of an indication of 
apparatus operation and data relevant to an individual, wherein said remote user 
interactive means facilitates at least one of data entry and control over said apparatus, 
and further wherein data pertinent to at least one of an individual's diagnosis and 
treatment plan is obtained from said apparatus via said remote user interactive means. 
Chase (US 6332143) teaches a computerized interactive language reference system 
includes a database of terms with associated denotative, connotative and human- 
interest information. The system goes through each word of a passage and determines 
whether there is an entry in the database for such word. For each term where there is 
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an entry, there is a check to see if the term has more than one denotative meaning. 
Where there is more than one denotative meaning, an appropriate one of the denotative 
meanings is selected. The system evaluates the passage for positive emotional 
connotations, negative emotional connotations, global emotional connotations, human 
interest, connotations of power, connotations of activity and connotations of 
abstractness/concreteness. Dominant emotional connotations and dominant words also 
are specifically identified and ranked. Both Joao and Chase fail to disclose the 
collected at least one computer generated communication comprises at least one of 
email, chat from a chat room and information obtained from a server, a plurality of 
analyses are used to process the categories of information comprising at least one 
psychological profiling algorithm which provides an indication of a psychological state of 
the author, at least one key word algorithm which processes any phrases and/or 
threatening acts to further identify a psychological state of the author and how the 
author may react to the identified psychological state and at least one message 
characteristic algorithm which analyzes characteristics of the at least one computer 
generated communication to identify a psychological state and/or at least one possible 
action of the author. Furthermore, it would have not been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of invention to modify Joao and/or Chase to obtain the claimed 
invention. Therefore, claims 1-6, 25-32, 37-62, and 66-72 are allowed over prior art of 
record.
